ROYAL MONUMENTS 


HEN kings are buried all the resources of labor and 
arts aré often exhausted to provide a fit resting-place 
for their remains. The very name ‘‘mausoleum’’ 

is derived.from the tomb of Mausolus, erected so long ago as 
353 B.C. This tomb had a basement 65 ft. high, a colonnade 
28 ft. high, and over that a pyramid. On the apex of the 
pyramid stood a colossal group of the deceased king and his 
‘wife, the statuary being 14 ft. in height. In England 
the most famous mausoleum is, of course, the one at Frog 
more, near Windsor, where rest the remains of the Prince 
Consort and Queen Victoria 

The Pyramids are the most famous Royal monuments of 
any age. One of the best known of these was originally 
higher than St. Paul’s Cathedral, and had an area about the 
size of Lincoln's Inn Fields. The Egyptian monarchs amused 
themselves during their lifetime in building these splendid 
receptacles for their dead and embalmed bodies. The longer 
the life of the king the greater the pyramid which was to 
perpetuate his memory. One hundred thousand men are said | 
to have been employed for thirty vears in the construction 
of one of these magnificent monuments to the great dead 
Obelisks, like Cleopatra’s Needle, on the Thames Embank 
ment, were also used in Egypt to draw attention to the bury 
ing-places of great potentates. In Great Britain Stove 
henge is held by competent authorities to be the monument | 
of ancient British kings. 


In India, at Agra, is the gorgeous Taj Mahal, a mauso 
leum built by the Emperor Shab Jehan for himself and his 
favorite’ wife. Twenty thousand men were continuously 
employed on it for twenty years. It is exceedingly beaut 
ful. There is much rich mosaic work inv the interior, and 
the principal parts of the building are of white matble. The 
mausoleutn itself is in the centre, surmounted by a dome, 
while at the corners are four minarets, each 133 ft. high. This 
is a wonderful advance on the rude cairus or heaps of stones 
which mark the resting-places of kings of savage, far-off 
times. Some of our own kings have splendid chapels in 
Westminster Abbey, and Eastern monarchs sometimes had 
themselves immortr’ized by the erection of complete, mag: 
nificent temples’ Whatever form the monument took, it 
was always at the place of burial, but this is not the case 
now. ‘The Albert Memoria! . Hyde Park, and the Queen 
Vietoria Memorial in front of Buckiagham Palace, now near 
ing completion, are instances in poipt.

Dur 
ing his first series of experiments he 
used alcobol, but he soon beeame con 
vinced that mercury was,A more suit 
able substance to use in the tube. 

It wars about 1720, at Amsterdam, 
that Fahrenheit turned out the mereury 
thermometer that has served as a model 
ever since. 

From the beginning Fahrenheit ’s 
plan was to indicate on the tube the two 
points at which water is congealed and 
boiled, respectively, and to graduate 
the space between. His first was an 
arbitrary marking, beginning at thirty- 
two degrees, since he had found that 
the mercury descended thirty-two de 
grees more before coming to what he 
deemed the extreme cold resulting from 
a mixture of ice, water, and sal am- 
moniac. 

It was not long before the Celsius of 
Stockholin suggested the more scicntifie 
graduation of one hundred degrees be- 
tween freezing and boiling points. This 
suggestion resulted in the centigrade 
thermometer. Another investigator, one 
Reaumur, came forward with another 
scheme of graduation of eighty degrees, 
the one that is accepted by the French. 
Despite the conclusions of Celsius and 
Reaumur however, the Fahrenheit 
scale, on which the freezing and boil 
ing points are marked 32 und 212 de 
grees, respectively, holds its own |

A PHOENIX AMONG PINES 


ieee CALIFORNIA is the home 

of a tree that has puzzled botan- 

ists’ It is a pine which will grow 

only near thé seacoast. Its growth is 

slow, and it does not attain to great 
size. 

The strange thing about it is that 
there are, to all appearance, insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of per- 
petuation of the species. Some speci- 
mens of it exist in Kew Gardens, Eng- 
Jand. They have been carefully ex- 
amined by competent authorities, and 
all admit that the tree presents a prob 
lem unlike anything elsewhere met 
with. 

This pine produces at regular inter- 
vals’ the uscat-conesseontaining seeds, 
but, strange to say, the oones ure se 
thoroughly protected that @ seeds 
cannot be released. The conos ave hard 
and tightly closed and have strong over 
lapping scales, 

More extraordinary still is the fact 
that the pine, after producing its al 
most invulnerable cones, keeps tbem 
hanging on its branches year after 
year. Unless through some peculiar ac 
cident, the seeds would apparently re- 
main attached to the parent tree for 
ever. Many of the cones on the trees 
in Kew Gardens have heen there for 
years, as is shown by the size of the 


| branches and the formation of the bark. 


[t has been found that the seed ves 
sels which this tree so powerfully re 
are so well protected that it 1e 
quires a strong knife, with the assist 
anee of a heavy hammer, to cut the

“The few one meets who are 
dissatisfied are those who are to 
be foand idling about the saloons 
and pool roome of the cities, who 
would accomplish nothing any- 
where, and to whom the States 
are welcome. 

“I predicted at the beginning of 
the year that 150,000 Americans 
would settle in Canada during 
1910. The number having arrived 
up to the end of June was 90,000, 
eo that my prediction is well on 
the way towards fulfillment.”

The original purpose of the H. 
B. road is of course to establish a 
new outlet for western grain en 
route to the Old Land markets. 
This was the object of the Old 
Timers in the West who: began 
the agitation for the ‘building of 
the road, and some of whom aoc. 
tually began its construction years 
ago, but abandoned it unwillingly. 
Donbters to the contrary; Western 
people believe there is sufficient 
time from the beginning of the 
threshing on the plains to the 
slose of navigation in Hndeon 
Straits in which a considerable 
portion of the wheat can be got 
through to the open sea. And. in 
any event it should be as possibile 
financially to store grain over win- 
ter in elevators at a port on the 
Bay as it is at the head of lake 
navigation. There has not in re- 
cent years been a seasen in which 
anything like the whole of. the 
crop has been got out of the coun- 
try before the lakes froze over. 
There have always been millions 
of bushels stored at the Lake 
ports and elsewhere, awaiting the 
opening of navigation in the 
spring. This not altogether for 
speculative purposes, but because 
shipment by water was sufficiently 
cheaper than shipment by rail to 
warrant the holding of the grain 
at a loss on account of insurance 
and shrinkage. ‘The double:track- 
ing of the C. P. R., and the oon- 
struction of the C. N. R. and G. T. 
P. lines to the Lake ports have of 
course multiplied several times 
over the amount of grain which 
can be rushed to the ports and 
through the Lakes in the limited 
time between the thresbing and

THE QUEBEO BRIDGE i 


O strueture which has ever beén 
proposed cr undertaken in Canada 
has, we should think, attracted 

uite so mtich attention as the Quebec 
ridge.“ Since the ‘collapse whieh 
necessitated its rebuilding, it has been 
mere. or less constantly before the pub- | 
lic—the engineering portion of it, any- 
way—and the various stages through 
which it has passed so far have oc- 
easioned much discussion, and, as. in 
the case of its plans, some severe criti- 
cism, 

Now that the tenders for the efection 
of the superstructure of the new bridge 
are to be asked for in the very heat 
future, the question of its cost is osen- 
pying the close attention of builders 
and the public, generally. It is quite 
likely, however, that a great surprise is 
in store for the public when the figures 
are given out, for it now Jooks as if a 
tender under ten million dollars for the 
steel work will not be thonght of, and 
this information comes frem engineers 
who haye given close attention to the 
enterprise. 

In thé first place, the sub-structure 
will no doubt ost over’a round million 
when completed, and a competent en- 
gineer and builder is authority for the 
statement that, the completed bridge 
will cost from twelve to tourteen mil- 
lion dollars. It appears to be decided 
that nickel. steel will wholly enter into 
the construction of the bridge,.ani1 the 
statement is made that, fm spite of the 
fact that Canada produces a very large 
percentagewof,the micke) in the world, 
all the material for the erection of the 
bridge will bave to be secured in the 
United States for the reason that there 
are no mills pere of sufficient magnitude 
to prepare the material for the super- 
structure. 
+. A close calculation goes to show thut 
the bridge will weigh nb. less than 75,- 
000 tons, or 150,900, pounds. lf this 
steel goes in @t the rate of six cents per 
pound, the cert price would be. no'jless 
than $9,000,000 fon the superstructure 
alone; but there ang experts -in Mont- 
rea} and Ottiwa who. believe that’ the

N alliahes of ‘athletics and coni- 
merce, in whith the latter profits 
throngh’ the keenness induced and 

energy infused by the formér, is being 
consumsted in Many, American business 
firms ana corporations today, 

Ono of the best examples of how ath- 
letics has been made to increase tha 
working value ef a business vstablish- 
ment is that of & large life-insurance 
company, The office building has Leen 
equipped with a. complete gymnasium 
and shower-baths, a competent athlotic 
irstruetor has been retained, and a 
scledule of athletic work has been 
mapped out for employees, both male 
and female. The gymnasium occupies 
the eleventh floor, and here, during the 
luncheon hour, directly after business

hours, and on specified eveningr during 
the week, the employees are given 
physical training. The women are pro 
vided with a special instructress on 
basketball teams during the winter 
months. Jn spring ne summer the 
gymnasium is moved up to the roof. 


In addition a football team has been 
organized, and this, together with the 
baseball! and basketball teams, plays off 
a series of games with the other teams 
composing the business athletic assoc 
iation known as the Commercial 
League. . 

Alskctgh athletic exercise in conjuuc 
tion with business is not insisted upon 
by the officials of this company, the 
majority of the employees have entered 
into the movement with enthusiasm. It 
is an interesting chrouicle, furthermore, 
that the efficiency of the great workin 
staff has been found to have inerea 
wouderfully since the ‘‘athletic alli 
ance’’ has been put into practice. The 
heads of the various departments assert 
that not only has an esprit de corps 
been generated, but those of the em 
ployees who avail themselves of the 
athletic schedule are more fit for strong 
work than are those who skip it. 

‘*You will find, too,’’ says the in 
structor, ‘‘tbat on Thursdays, the day 
following the lack of gymnasium work 
for the men, the employees do not give 
nearly the impression of alertness that 
they evidence on the other days.’’ The 
instructor keeps his eyes on the physi 
cal condition of the clerks not only 
during gymnasium hours, but also dur 
ing his rounds of the departments 
throughout the day. Thus he is en 
abled to notice sagging vitality and to 
suggest to the employees so affected 
the remedy.

or this purpose hé has set aside the 
fourteenth floor of his building. Dir 
ectly after business hotirs on Tuesdays 
and Fridays the boys, two hundred and | 
seventy-five strong, are put through the | 
exercises. Uniforms and guns have 
been supplied to them gratis, and every 
inducement i& held ont to make them 
indulge in the work. A regularly organ | 
ized summer camp has been put into) 
operation, and there, in the warm 
months, tHe boys are given courses in| 
military training. 
Several stores have gathered together | 
their employeés into an athletic league | 
that wages contests in such sports as| 
baseball, bowling, ete. Many firms ar 
range annual field days for their clerks. 
During the luncheon hours, the roof of 
the building of one large department 
store is thrown open to the clerks, and | 
there, any day, they may bo seen going 
through ‘‘breathing exercises,’’ ‘mux 
cle tests,’’ and like forms of light, 
though beneficial, exercises, At uif- 
ferent times during the year a physical 
culture expert is Granane to the store 
to explain to the employees in just what 
ways they can derive the best results 


from what we may term ‘‘on the spot’) 


exercises—that is, those physicai move 
ments incidental to their duties which 
make for erect carriage, deep breathing, 
easy stride, and general bedily benefit 

To illustrate more intimately just 
what is meant by such ‘‘on the spot’’ 
exercises, the best example is to be bad 
froin the courses of jtysieal instruction 
that have been given to the femule en 
ployees of this same department store. 
the young women !:ave been formed in 
to classes, and, on one of the upper 
floors of the building, have been yiven 
an odd schedule of instruction in exer- 
cises by a woman who has made a 


study of so-called ‘‘shop physical cul- 
ture.’’ The women clerks are taught 
the proper way.to reach for boxes from 
the shelves, the best way to handle 
the boxes, the most beneficial way to 
walk and sit, the proper way to breathe, 
the best manner in which to pile up 
heavy rolls of drygoods—to sum up, the 
way in which to build up their bodies 
through attention to the seemingly 
minor details of their work. The idea 
has proved itself productive of good re- 
sults. The firm maintains a home on 
the Jersey coast where its women clerks 
are sent during the summer months to 
add to their store of health. It is inter- 
esting to note, in addition, that the 
firm employs a physician to keep a con- 
stant watch on the condition of its em- 
ben asnjitel Aena—* 
ment in conjunction with ite @stabisn 
ment, and that, finally, it hires a chirop- 
odist whose sole duty is to look out 
for the care of the feet of those of its 
clerks whose duties keep them constant- 
ly standing or walking about the store. 
The shop-gymnasium movement has 
spread throughout the manufacturing 
districts of the Eastern States. Ath- 
letics has come to be a valuable adjunct 
to trade. The movement has already as- 
sumed considerable proportions, and the 
results make assurance of that spread 
doubly sure.

amazing feats of men who are 

pe yig pe by the loss of limbs, 
such as the late Mr. Kavanagh, the 
Irish M.P., who, although he was born 
without legs or arms, was a dashing 
rider to hounds, an expert shot, and one 
of the most adventurous of travellers 
and explorers; and Mr. ©. H. Unthan, 
the armless music-ball artiste, who, not 


| long ago, drove a trap from Shepherd’s 
| Bush to the Bank and back, holding 


the reins in his toes. But even more 
amazing, and almost incredible, are 
the feats of men who paint exquisite 
pictures by bolding the brush in their 
mouths or toes, in the pathetic absence 
of hands to paint with 

A short time ago Sir William Rich 
mond startled a Loudon audience by de 
claring that there is in Brussels an 
armless artist who produces the most 
beautiful and technically correct paint 
ings with his right foot alone as me 
dium, and that there is another artist 
in Essex who does excellent work as an 
engraver, holding the graver in his 
teeth. 

The late Mr. Bidney Cooper, R.A 
used to tell wonderful stories of the 
cleverness of Miss Sarah Biffen, who 
was born without limbs, was exhibited 
as a freak at country fairs. She had, 
however, strong artistic leanings, and 
with iucredible patience learned to 
paint so cleverly, holding her brushes 
in her teeth, that in 182] she actually 
won teh gold medal! of the Society of 
Arts against hundreds of competiters, 
the judges being totally iguorant of her 
condition 

In later days she developed maryel 
lous skill as a miniature painter, and 
astonished the world of art by the} 
beauty and delicacy of her work, which | 
was pronounced superior to that of any | 
of her rivals who enjoyed the use of 
bands. 

Some years ago—in 1896—-the world 
was equally astonished to learu that 
one of the most beautiful paintings ex 
hibited at the Salon was the work of 
M. de*Mentholon, au artist who had 
uo arms and only one leg, and who 
painted the picture with the only limb 
Nature had left him. 

M. de Mentholon bas a formidable 
rival in Mr. Bertram Hiles, whose art 
work as designer and painter has for 
some years excited both wonder and ad 
miration. Mr. Hiles’s story furoishes

with its opportunity.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt is condemned to inae- 
tion from another ,cause. His great 
talents and strength of character are 
from serving the Republic as he 
has served, neither by the intrigues 
nor the untimilitarism of his fellow 
countrymen, He is, indeed, in a way, 
much better off than either Dernburg 
or Kitchener, and we read: 

‘‘He has for nearly eight years been 
the President of a great Republic. In 
accordance with precedent he shrank 
most properly from a third term, and no 
longer holding the highest office he can 
hold none. He must be either Caesar 
or nothing. He is Caesar no longer. 
Therefore, in his own country at an 
rate, he must content himself wit 
nothingness. Far happier is he than 
either Herr Dernburg or Lord Kitchen- 
er. He suffers from nothing worse than 
an inevitable system. The discipline 
of government demands that one who 
has held an almost supreme power 
should serve no other wken that puwer 
is laid aside. The day may come when 
Mr. Roosevelt, ripened by the experi- 
ence of foreign travel, may resume the 
duties of the Presidency. Meanwhile, 
in a position of greater freedom and 
less responsibility, hemay expound his 
views concerning politic#"and morality 
to a sympathetic world.’’
